SCHOOLS FULFILLING PURPOSE IN
TRAINING STUDENTS FOR LIFE WORK

Vocational Training Courses Popular With Pupils,
Few of Whom Have Opportunity of Attending
leges of Higher Education.

The public schools of this country,
slong with s many other funda-
montal Institutions, are undergoing
a process of change and adjustment

Thore 1s & feeling abroad in  the
land that our public schools must
be more responsive to the chang-
Ing demands that are being made

of the boys and girls who complete
the course leading to gradustion
Mora and more, the business world
in demanding that high school
graduates be prepared to do some-
thing in particular when they fin-
Ish their school work, We are be-
ginning to Insist that schools glve
young people practical as well ws
cultural training. It s argued that
ulnee over 90 percent of our high
wchool graduates never finlsh a col-
loge or University course, the high
schools of this country should pay
lewa attention to preparing young
people for college entrance. and
pay more attention to fitting them
to earn & living when their achool
work at home is finished

The Ontario schoolg have been at-
tempting, within the Hmits of the
means st their ddsposal, to follow
this general polley In so far as they
can. We have not lost sight of the
fact that ouliural education is nee-
osssary. We require every student
who gradustes from our school to
study English and Composition sl
four yoars of the course. Wa re-
quire that two years work In
mathemuatics be completed; one year
In American History and Civies; one
year in Sclenece. Other subjects,
chiefly cultural [n character are
strongly recommended tp our slu-
denta,

In addition to courses of this
type, however, wa are offering
courses which are very proctioal
and vocational In character. When

weg remember that our high school
Is located at the oxtreme eaptern
edge of the siate, in  the largst
community of any size In quite a
large territory, we understand what
an unusual responsibility Is ours.
Thare 18 no college or University lo-
cated near enough to our commun-
ity that many of our boys and
girls may readily attond Conne-
quently the large majority of them
must get all the schooling that they
will ever receive, right in our local
schools, For this reason we should
all be doubly anxious Lo make our
local schools as strong as we can
afford

There are several departments In
our high school which are meot-
ing In part, the demand for prae-
tleal Instruction. This year we will
turn out & eclass of seven young
women who have completed the
course in Teacher Tralnlng. They
will receive certificates to teach in

n specifie position.

Our Commercinl department has
over 30 smtudents who are tlaking
courses in oither typewriting, book-
kooping, shorthand, commercinl lnw
and ote. When (the second years
work has been done by these poople
they will be prepared for ordinury
office positions as clerks and sten-
ographers,

Our class of 18 young mea who
are studying Voeatlonal Agricul-
ture both In our elass rooms and
on the farms and ranches surround-
Ing Ontario, will, by the time they
have completed the four ypar course
undoubtedly be better fafmors and
ranchers than they would otherwine
have been.

Over 40 young women are taking
courses ln domestio selence and art.
An soon as thls department can be
reorganized under the S8mith-Hughes
Vocational act, muny other house-
hold toples, beslde wsewing and
cooking will be added. The young
women who completa the urse
will be much better prepared for
the vocation of home making than
those who cannot recelve this
training.

The boys who take our course In
Manusl training Eain a knowledge
of tools and mechanical ability that
will atand them In good stéad
whether they ever become Ccarpen-
Ltera or not

Thesa five special features are
moentioned to show that the Ontario
Board of Education ia allve to the
demand being made that school
work be practical and vocational, as
well as academic and eultural.

It Is trup that many improve-
monts could be made In the work
wg are doing If the funds were
avallable. Higher priced and more
expert teachors can be secured Lo
tonch Commercial courses, Agricul-
ture and Teacher Training ete
More expensive uipment can be
bought which would add much to
the eourses taught. It ls the polley
of the Board at the present tlme Lo
make no further Increase In’ the
cost of operating our schools, even
tho additionsl funds could be spent
very advantageously. They expect
to sponomize at every point where
sconomy Ia possible. They reallze,
being taxpayers themselves, that
most taxpayers wish every possible
gconomy made. They are serving
the publie Interest to the beat of
thelr ability or else they would mot
give their time and effort, without
any pay whatever, for this purpose
Thoy are hoping to keep our schools
ul least up to thelr present stan-
dard during the year to come, hop-
ing that before long we may further
establish Ontario's position as the
educational center of south-eastern
